Greenpeace demo a warning 
on oilsands security: Analysts 


While the oilsands indus¬ 
try tries to calm any frayed 
nerves after a splashy 
protest by Greenpeace at a 
Shell work site in northern 
Alberta, some analysts say 
the infiltration of such a 
huge operation should 
serve as a warning about 
the security of energy in¬ 
stallations. 

If demonstrators can get 
into the site, so could terror¬ 
ists intent on doing real 
damage, says Tom Flana¬ 
gan, a University of Calgaiy 
political science professor 
and author of a report 
about groups opposed to de¬ 
velopment of Western 
Canada’s resource sector. 

“It does raise concerns,” 
Flanagan says. “It would be 
wise to take this as a warn¬ 
ing of the importance of re¬ 
viewing procedures to 
make sure this kind of 
thing couldn’t happen 
again.” 

About two dozen protest¬ 
ers from Canada, the United 
States and France gained ac¬ 
cess to Shell’s Muskeg River 
mine site north of Fort Mc- 
Murray, Alta., last Tuesday, 
chaining themselves to gi¬ 
ant dump trucks and a four- 
storey-tall shovel that 
scoops oily sand from the 
bottom of a massive pit. 

After unfurling a banner 
which read, “Tarsands: Cli¬ 
mate Crime” and spending 
31 hours at the mine, the 
protesters left the fenced 
and gated site without any 
charges laid. 


Reputation 

• Canada has a stable politi¬ 
cal climate and has few vio¬ 
lent incidents directed at 
the resource sector. Fred 
Lindsay doesn’t expect this 
latest incident will affect the 
country's reputation as a se¬ 
cure supplier of energy. 

Fred Lindsay, Alberta’s so¬ 
licitor general and minister 
of public security, says he’d 
also like to know how the 
Greenpeace protesters 
gained access to the tightly 
controlled site. 

But he notes that Alber¬ 
ta’s energy infrastructure is 
spread over a vast area and 
not all incidents can be pre¬ 
vented. 

“You look at the amount 
of infrastructure we have in 
this province, the large re¬ 
source developments and 
the miles and miles of 
pipeline — obviously we 
can’t fence it all in,” Lindsay 
says. 

“This particular case with 
Greenpeace has turned out 
to be a publicity stunt but 
nonetheless, they gained ac¬ 
cess which created safety 
concerns for them as well as 
the site. So we’re going to 
mark that to see what we 
can do to make those sites 
more secure.” 

The province watches for 
any possible terrorist 
threats and has counter-ter¬ 
rorism protocols in place. 
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Body found 
at Cold Lake 

recovered Cold Lake 
RCMP, with the assistance 
of the Cold Lake Fire Res¬ 
cue, recovered the body of 
40-year-old Loiyann Cardi¬ 
nal of Bonnyville, on Sat¬ 
urday.

Cause of 
death is unknown at this 
time, an autopsy is sched¬ 
uled for today.

AIDS walk raises disease awareness 


Place 
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fundraising People are of¬ 
ten shocked to learn Jeff 
Keller has HIV. 

The 41-year-old lawyer is 
in his second decade living 
with the disease and says 
he’s the evolved face of HIV 
people often don’t know 
they’re looking at. 

“I don’t look sick. People 
have this image of a 
scrawny, diseased person, 


laying in their deathbed,” 
he said. “That’s not the case 
any more. We get to live for 
15 years and be healthy.” 

The 18th Annual AIDS 
Walk For Life marched from 
Churchill Square yesterday 
and drew a crowd bigger 
than ever before. 

Hype of the deadly disor¬ 
der peaked in the ’90s, or¬ 
ganizers say, though the 
number of infections in the 
area are holding steady. 
Among 3,500 infected Al¬ 
bertans, between 1,500 and 


2,000 live in Edmonton, 234 
of which were diagnosed 
last year. Though, through 
treatment, those affected 
are living longer than ever 
before, HIV Edmonton exec¬ 
utive director Debra 
Jalcubec said. 

Organizers hope to have 
raised $170,000 from the 
event, and updated the pub¬ 
lic perception of HIV. 

“We should be able to 
prevent this disease, not 
keep it at a steady rate,” 
Jalcubec said.

The reality of the pres¬ 
sure facing Edmonton’s 
youth is one of an unrealis¬ 
tic image, Me Without 
Measure executive director 
Peggy Szucs said, adding 
the eating disorder clinic 


has a prominent new 
Whyte Avenue storefront 
location that isn’t only con¬ 
venient, but necessary. 

“The prevalence of body 
image alterations is on the 
rise — we’re seeing it in 
younger and younger kids. 
It’s so important they devel¬ 
op a healthy body image be¬ 
fore their teens,” she said. 
“The more media and im¬ 
ages that are out there, the 
more they all want to look 
like the very slim runway 
models, which is not only 
unhealthy, but dangerous.” 


The average age children 
begin becoming dissatisfied 
with their bodies is around 
eight, Szucs said, adding 
the education centre is plac¬ 
ing its focus on kids who 
have yet to develop full¬ 
blown disorders. 

The group will host a 
grand opening on Friday, 
solidifying its prominent lo¬ 
cation on 103 Street and 82 
Avenue.

Big cash for promos, 
but not flu awareness 


Tories spending more on ads touting economic plan

The Conservative govern¬ 
ment is spending more 
than five times as many 
taxpayer dollars on 
promoting its economic 
plan as it is on raising pub¬ 
lic awareness about the flu 
pandemic. 

Television viewers may 
have noticed the latest 
feel-good government ads 
about stimulus spending, 
including the Conserva¬ 
tive-friendly, anti-election 
pitch: “We can't stop now,” 
and “We have to stay on 
track.” 

All the ads direct viewers 
to a Tory-blue government 
web site that includes 
more than 40 different 
photos of Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper and refers 
repeatedly to “the Harper 
government” — apparent¬ 
ly in direct contravention 
of Treasury Board commu¬ 
nications policy. 

The TV spots are just the 


latest $4-million salvo in a 
$ 34-million media blitz 
trumpeting the Conserva¬ 
tive's recession-fighting 
budget. 

Meanwhile, with public 
health officials fretting 
over an onrushing fall flu 
season, the spread of the 
H1N1 virus, no television 
ads are in the works to 
combat swine flu. 

Opposition MPs say the 
spending disparity in the 
two ad campaigns simply 
highlights the obvious: 
The government is using 
public funds to toot its 
own horn. 


“Guys, you're spending 
all this money to promote 
yourselves.

killing his business part¬ 
ner, two of his lovers and 
his step-daughter will be in 
court today for the start of 
a trial that could match 
the marathon proceedings 
in another serial murder 
case. 

There are expected to be 
200 witnesses called dur¬ 
ing Charles Kembo’s trial 
and the hearing is expect¬ 
ed to last for most of a 
year. 

Kembo is facing four 


counts of first-degree mur¬ 
der for allegedly killing the 
three women and his busi¬ 
ness partner. He was ar¬ 
rested in July 2005 and it’s 
taken more than four 
years for the case to come 
in front of jury. 

By comparison, it took 
five years for the case 
against convicted serial 
killer Robert Piclcton to be 
heard by jurors. That case 
involved six charges and 
went on for about the 
same amount of time, but 


70 fewer witnesses were 
called. Yet unlike Piclcton’s 
trial, Kembo has generated 
little media attention. 

The pretrial arguments 
in the case have proceeded 
in an easily accessible 
courtroom, without the 
same kind of diligent me¬ 
dia and spectator screen¬ 
ing that had people lining 
up to get in to the Piclcton 
trial. 

But Kembo’s case won't 
delve into the misery of 
drugs and prostitution that 


shot Piclcton’s case into in¬ 
ternational headlines. Pick- 
ton was originally charged 
with killing 26 hookers. 

His trial proceeded on 
only six of those charges 
and what happens to the 
remaining 20 charges is 
still up in the air. 

Kembo is accused of first 
murdering his wife Mar¬ 
garet Kembo, who van¬ 
ished sometime between 
the end of December, 2002 
and beginning of January,

Sea monster in B.C.? 


Brigette Horvath knew she 
saw something strange in 
Cameron Lake on Vancou¬ 
ver Island two years ago 
and a team of researchers 
say she might be right.

The researchers who spe¬ 
cialize in looking for so- 
called ciyptozoological 
creatures — in other 
words, monsters — spent 
Saturday on the lake prob¬ 
ing the depths with a 
sonar-lilce fish finder. 


Strange sightings 

• There are 41 different 
lakes in British Columbia 
where strange animal 
sightings have been 
reported, according to 
John Kirk, president of the 
British Columbia Scientific 
Cryptozoology Club. 


“We were quite stunned 
that there was something 
... big in the lake and it was 
in about 60 feet of water, 
less than 30 yards from 
shore, it was quite amaz¬ 
ing,” said John Kirk, presi¬ 
dent of the British Colum¬ 
bia Scientific Cryptozoolo¬ 
gy Club. 


Horvath, who lives in 
Nanaimo, said she was 
driving along Highway 4 
on July 30, 2007, when she 
saw a strange semi-circle 
in the lake. 

“You could see like a ser¬ 
pent shape,” said Horvath, 
who isn’t the only person 
to report something 
strange in Cameron 
Lake. 

Unfortunately, Kirk said 
the team accidentally lost 
its underwater camera and 
was unable to explore fur¬ 
ther.

Sarkozy trial starts 

French president faces off against political foe 


Two men who reached the 
pinnacle of French politics 
after a career-long battle 
stand at the heart of a 
slander trial opening in 
Paris today. 

Nicolas Sarkozy says Do¬ 
minique de Villepin was 
involved in a smear cam¬ 
paign known as the 
Clearstream affair de¬ 
signed to keep Sarkozy 
from winning France's top 
job in 2007 elections. 

It's a faceoff between a 
French president who calls 
himself America's friend, 
and an ex-prime minister 
who helped rally world 
opinion against the U.S.- 
led invasion of Iraq. 

The unusual, complicat¬ 
ed saga dates back to 2004,

when both men were con¬ 
sidered leading hopefuls to 
succeed then-President 
Jacques Chirac. 

It began with a mysteri¬ 
ous list claiming to show

Clearstream, including 
Sarkozy and other leading 
French political and busi¬ 
ness figures. The accounts 
were purportedly created 
to hold bribes from a 1991 


sale of warships to Taiwan, 
among other shady in¬ 
come. 

Villepin became aware 
of the list and asked an in¬ 
telligence adviser for the 
Defence Ministry, Gen. 
Philippe Rondot, to investi¬ 
gate it. Rondot determined 
it was a hoax — but the list 
was already making the 
rounds among govern¬ 
ment and judicial officials. 

Vitriol has boiled on 
both sides. Sarkozy report¬ 
edly said he wanted 
Villepin to “hang on a 
meathook” over his al¬ 
leged role in the affair. 
Villepin says Sarkozy is 
“obsessed” by the case. 

The trial runs through

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Transit plan challenges vehicle dominance 


After a lengthy develop¬ 
ment process and an over¬ 
whelmingly positive public 
hearing, Edmonton finally 
has a new, progressive 
Transportation Master Plan. 

While the overall tone is 
pro-transit, perhaps the 
most important change is 
the TMP envisions a “shift 
from single passenger ve¬ 
hicle use to more public 
transit for moving people.” 
This is a theme that has 
achieved significant sup¬ 
port along the way from 
the public, the transporta¬ 
tion department, and — 


most importantly — the 
majority of city council¬ 
lors. 

The new document sets 
out a policy path that’s a 
dramatic improvement 
from the one we’ve been 
on for the past decade and 
sets the stage for some sig¬ 
nificant capital improve¬ 
ments: The six-legged LRT 
plan is in there, along with 
the proposal to roll out 
“premium transit routes 
and implement transit pri¬ 
ority strategies.” 

Given that this is only a 
policy document, it’s far 
from certain when, or if, 
we’ll see any of this actual¬ 
ly happen. It’s going to 
take continued political 
support and some tough 
decisions to realize any sig¬ 
nificant mode shift. 

On the other hand, by 
setting out a coherent 
transportation policy for 


the next decade, the TMP 
is a critical document and 
can’t just be written off. 
Words may only be words, 
but the previous plan did¬ 
n’t even bother to pretend 
transit was a priority. 

Transit was tasked with 
“meeting the basic mobili¬ 
ty needs of people who 
have no other travel alter¬ 
native, basic service at rea¬ 
sonable cost” and “offering 
a viable and competitive 
alternative to private auto¬ 
mobile transportation dur¬ 
ing peak periods of travel, 
in high demand corridors.” 

With goals that low, it’s 
not hard to see that most 
have been met: Is ETS bet¬ 
ter than having nothing? 
Check. Does it manage to 
qualify as “basic service?” 
Check. Are its decisions 
driven almost entirely by 
cost? Check. Is transit com¬ 
petitive with the automo¬ 


bile? 

Well, no, it’s not, but 
what can be expected 
when the vision is that “de¬ 
centralized travel patterns, 
coupled with demographic 
changes, will tend to make 
public transit service a 
somewhat less attractive 
travel option?” With sur¬ 
render as a policy corner¬ 
stone, it’s not surprising 
that transit has continued 
to languish. 

Instead of taking sprawl 
as a given, the new TMP 
works with the city’s devel¬ 
opment plan to challenge 
automobile dominance, 
making the plan a good — 
if long overdue — first step 
toward a transit-friendly 
Edmonton.

Giving contraceptives to 
people in developing coun¬ 
tries could help fight cli¬ 
mate change by slowing 
population growth, 
perts said Fri¬ 
day.

Scammers need more than 
stiff sentences, say victims 


Stiffer sentences for white- 
collar criminals promised 
by the federal government 
are only a first step in the 
battle against Ponzi and 
other financial scams that 
seem to grab headlines al¬ 
most daily, victims say. 

They say there’s still a cry¬ 
ing need for public educa¬ 
tion, proper enforcement 
and industry regulation 
with teeth to combat 
crimes that can be as devas¬ 
tating for victims as any se¬ 


rious assault. 

“It’s just as serious or vio¬ 
lent or other crime,” said 
Joey Davis of Montreal 
whose mother lost $200,000 
to an alleged fraud by in¬ 
vestment dealer Earl Jones. 

“It’s emotionally violent, 
it’s mentally violent.” 

On Tuesday, representa¬ 
tives of nine victims groups 
met Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper to com¬ 
plain about the anemic 
fight against white-collar 


crimes such as Ponzi 
schemes that have seen 
thousands of small-time in¬ 
vestors defrauded. 

Following the meeting 
with Harper, Justice Minis¬ 
ter Rob Nicholson promised 
legislation this fall that 
would impose mandatory 
minimum jail terms, longer 
sentences and confiscation 
of assets. He gave no details, 
but said the government 
was also planning to change 
the rule that allows white- 


collar criminals to get pa¬ 
role after serving just one- 
sixth of their sentence. 
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Legal battle brewing 
over beer images 


There’s a legal brawl brewing 
over the use of iconic moun¬ 
tain images in beer ads. 

Molson Coors Brewing 
Company has launched a 
multimillion-dollar lawsuit 
in federal court against La- 
batts, saying the mountain 
imagery on their new ads for 
Labatt’s Kolcanee beer in¬ 
fringes on the copyrighted 
images Molson uses on some 
of their products. 

The brewery says the new 
Kolcanee graphic looks too 
much like the one portrayed 
in the background of Coors 


Light products, and is seek¬ 
ing $10 million in damages. 

But Jamie Humphries, 
marketing director for Kolca- 
nee, said the lawsuit came as 
a surprise because the 
mountains have been part of 
the Kolcanee brand for four 
decades. 

Humphries says the new 
graphic is the same Kolcanee 
Glacier that the beer is 
named after. 

He says the brewery is 
confident they’re on the 
higher legal ground.

ur friend’s lit¬ 
tle girl, Joelle, 
is sick in the 
hospital. Late 
at night, as we 
rock our baby to sleep, we 
think of what our friends 
are going through and our 
hearts ache for them. 
Though Joelle’s illness is 
not caused by environmen¬ 
tal factors, it got us think¬ 
ing about how vulnerable 
millions of children are to 
the hazards of this dirty 
world. 


Fetuses and young chil¬ 
dren are more vulnerable 
because their biological de¬ 
fences are still forming, 
and they are can’t detoxify 
harmful substances and re¬ 
pair damage the way 
adults can. Children also 
eat more food, drink 
more liquids, and 
breathe more air 
than adults on a 
pound-for-pound 
basis. 

The saying goes 
that a child 
eats a peck of 
dirt, but 
what if 
that dirt 


contains 


harmful 


chemi 


cals 


such as pesticides, dirty air 
from urban areas and 
roads, mercuiy or flame re- 
tardents? Children are in a 
critical period of develop¬ 
ment, and toxic exposures 
can lead to a far-ranging 
number of health issues. 
Pesticides can cause low 
birth weights, develop¬ 
mental delays, and at- 
tentional and behav¬ 
ioural disorders. Air 
pollutants have con¬ 
tributed to the epi¬ 
demic of child¬ 
hood asthma, 
while mer¬ 
cury and 
flame re¬ 
tardants 
such as 
PCBs 
and 


PDBEs can end up in our 
food through contaminat¬ 
ed waterways. Fetal and 
childhood exposure to 
these chemicals can affect 
neurological development. 

A major factor in kids’ 
exposures to these pollu¬ 
tants is the income bracket 
they happen to be born in¬ 
to. Lower income children 
tend to live closer to indus¬ 
trial areas, highways, and 
in older buildings. They 
and their mothers may al¬ 
so consume lower quality 
food that may be more 
subject to contamination. 

We owe it to these kids 
to clean up our act and 
give them clean air to 
breath and clean food (and 
dirt) to eat. Get well soon 
Joelle.

Abby Tobias is proof that 
youth and inexperience 
don’t have to be an obsta¬ 
cle to achieving success in 
the entrepreneurial world. 

The 30-year-old presi¬ 
dent of event company 
Sole Power Productions 
has spent seven years help¬ 
ing produce events for the 
likes of the Molson Indy, 
YTV awards, Much Music 
Video Awards, the CHIN 
picnic and the Grey Cup 
and he also donates his 
time and resources regu¬ 
larly to charity events and 
foundations. 

Tobias started DJing 
when he was 15 and struck 
big success at age 17 when 
he started managing a 
group of dancers called 
Boogie Brats. 

“I never had a real job. I 
was doing $50 gigs and I 
was in heaven. I thought I 
was rich,” Tobias said. 

At the age of 23, he start¬ 
ed Sole Power Productions 
in his mother’s basement 
with a few thousand dol¬ 
lars, contracting out DJs to 
high-profile events. Today, 


Sole Power produces more 
than 300 events per year. 

Alongside his love of mu¬ 
sic, Tobias always had a 
powerful entrepreneurial 
spirit that he credits for be¬ 
ing the driving force in his 
life. 

“I was never money-hun- 
giy but I’m definitely suc¬ 
cess-hungry — I never 
wanted to be second-best 
at anything I did. I work 
harder than most people 
and I think that’s why I 
have success,” Tobias said. 

Tobias has a degree in 
Radio and Television from 
Ryerson University and 
says he’s learned business 
is all about passion and 
perseverance. 

“I’ve never read a busi¬ 
ness book on how to get 
rich.

It’s all part of Tobias’ be¬ 
lief in good karma. 

“I think if you’re good to 
others then they’ll be good 
to you,” he said. 

Recently Tobias was a 
presenter on the hit show 
Dragon’s Den, where in¬ 
ventors and owners look¬ 
ing for investors present 
their business ideas to 
wealthy judges. While he 
can’t say what his episode, 
airing sometime in Octo¬ 
ber, is about, he admits he 
felt a little jealous being on 
the defensive end of the 
business table.

An electrifying profession 



ightning can strike 
more than once in 
the same spot. Ali 
Hussein has built a 

_career on this little 

known truth. He’s been 
measuring lightning 
strikes on Toronto’s CN 
Tower for 20 years. Since it 


hits the tower about 100 
times a year, there’s lots to 
study. 

Originally from Egypt, 
Hussein studied electrical 
engineering there. He got a 
scholarship to study abroad 
at the University of Toronto 
and came to Canada to do 
his PhD in electromagnet¬ 
ics. 

When he finished in 
1979, he worked in Saudi 
Arabia doing research for 
two years, then decided to 
immigrate back to Canada, 
since thing were so trou¬ 
bled politically in the Mid¬ 
dle East. (He had to pay 


back his scholarship to the 
Egyptian government.) 

By then, Cold War was in 
fall swing and he found 
work with Bell Northern, 
studying electromagnetic 
pulses. There was a con¬ 
cern, back then, that a 
pulse could be used to dis¬ 
rupt communications as 
part of an attack. 

But he missed academia. 
“My best field is teaching 
and research,” says Hus¬ 
sein. He got a position at 
Ryerson and the University 
of Toronto, and found him¬ 
self working with Wasl 
Janischewskyj, who had 
been measuring lightning 
strikes on the CN Tower 
since 1988. 

He’s now retired and 
Hussein is in charge of get¬ 
ting new equipment, or¬ 
ganizing grad students to 
organize the data collected 
from the tower, writing ac¬ 
ademic papers and attend¬ 
ing conferences — along 
with his teaching duties at 
Ryerson. 

When Hussein first start¬ 
ed measuring lightning, he 
and grad students would 
visit the CN Tower late at 


night, when there was lit¬ 
tle telecommunications ac¬ 
tivity so things could be 
shut down, and would 
climb up inside the tower 
above its highest observa¬ 
tion deck. They’d scale lad¬ 
ders up into the needle-lilce 
tip of the tower to check on 
their equipment. 

Now, the rules have 
changed and the tower 
staff do all the mainte¬ 
nance. Right now, Hussein 
has an electromagnetic 
measurement system, a 
GPS (which helps them not 
measure position, but the 
time of the lightning), a 
video camera and a digital 
camera — which takes 
1,000 pictures per second 
— up in the tower. 

Hussein’s published data 
has helped further the un¬ 
derstanding of lightning. 

And Hussein also says it’s 
part of his job to help edu¬ 
cate the public about light¬ 
ning safety. “Lightning is 
fascinating, but it’s also 
dangerous.”

Mad Men and 30 Rock led 
a pack of Emmy winners 
who successfully defended 
their titles at Sunday's 
show, but the snappy cere¬ 
mony and a star turn by 
host Neil Patrick Harris 
made the evening far from 
a rerun. 

AMC's glossy 1960s Madi¬ 
son Avenue saga Mad Men, 
which last year became the 
first basic cable show to win 
a top series award, won the 
best drama trophy for a sec¬ 
ond time. 

“It is an amazing time to 
work in TV,” said Mad Men 
creator Matthew Weiner. 
“And, I know that every¬ 
thing is changing, but I'm 
not afraid of it because I feel 
like all these different me¬ 
dia is just more choice and 
more entertainment. It's 
better for the viewers in the 
end and I'm glad to be a part 
of it.” 

NBC's 30 Rock, a satirical 
take on life inside a TV vari¬ 
ety show, was honoured for 
the third time as best comedy 
series, while star Alec Bald¬ 
win won his second award as 
best comedy actor. 

“We want to thank our 
friends at NBC for keeping us 
on the air... even though we 
are so much more expensive 
than a talk show,” said 30 
Rock creator and star Tina 
Fey, referring to Jay Leno's 
new daily prime-time come¬ 
dy show, which NBC likes to 
note is cheaper to produce 
than a scripted series. 

Baldwin, accepting his 
acting trophy for 30 Rock 


from Brothers & Sisters star 
Rob Lowe, joked, “I'll be 
honest with you. I'd trade 
this to look like him.” 

Glenn Close's perform¬ 
ance as a ruthless trial attor¬ 
ney on Damages and Bryan 
Cranston's turn as a meth- 
making, cancer-stricken 
teacher on Breaking Bad 
were honoured with the top 
drama series acting Emmys, 
the second consecutive tro¬ 
phies for both. 

Michael Emerson, who 
plays the cruelly devious 


Ben on Lost, and Cherry 
Jones, the stalwart U.S. pres¬ 
ident on 24, were honoured 
as best supporting actors in 
drama series. 

Toni Collette of Show¬ 
time's United States of Tara 
was honoured as best lead 
actress in a comedy series 
for her role as a mother 
with multiple personalities. 

Collette's victory deprived 
Fey of 30 Rock of winning a 
second consecutive award in 
the category. But Fey took the 
stage a few moments later to

Ten acts vying for prestigious 
Polaris Music Prize tonight 


It's common for artists to 
be gracious when it comes 
to accepting award nomi¬ 
nations, but when Hey 
Rosetta! was shortlisted 
for the Polaris Music Prize 
this year, they took their 
humility a step further. 

The St. John’s, N.L., 
band’s frontman Tim Bak¬ 
er said he was shocked be¬ 
cause he didn’t think their 
record was “worthy.” 

“I guess we just never 
thought of ourselves in that 
sort of league — the real 
recording artists that really 
kind of push the bound¬ 
aries, artistically,” Baker 
said. Not long ago it might 
have seemed a bit strange 
for a band to feel unworthy 
of the prize, but this is the 
year that a class of Polaris 
veterans has emerged. 

For the first time in the 
award’s four-year history 
this year’s short list in¬ 
cludes artists who have 
been nominated before. 

Of the 10 bands or artists 
vying for the $20,000 prize, 
to be handed out at a Toron¬ 
to gala tonight, six have 
been shortlisted before, in¬ 
cluding 2007 winners 
Patrick Watson.

The majority of people 
know Juliette Lewis as an 
accomplished actress — 
she starred in Natural 
Born Killers among other 
films — but these days she 
wants to be recognized for 
another career — music. 

With Lewis’ new album, 
Terra Incognita, the movie 
star has seemingly crossed 
the threshold from musi- 
cian-wanabee into bona 
fide artist; she’s barely an 
actor now. At least that’s 
how she looks at it. 

“Music has been my 
whole life,” she says on the 
phone from Philadelphia. 
“I hadn’t done a movie in 
four years until recently. 
I’m much more involved in 
my music.” 

The change from screen 
siren to songwriter didn’t 
come over night — this is 
Lewis’ fourth record (and 
first without backing band 
The Licks), but only now 
does it actually appear as if 


she’s a real musician. 

A big reason for that is 
her new sound. The frantic 
rockers, which always 
seemed a bit too thrown 
together, are gone. In their 
place are far more polished 
sounds. There are still 
plenty of distorted guitars 
and upbeat tracks, but 
there’s also Janis Joplin- 
lilce blues (Ghosts) and the 
David Bowie sounding Sui¬ 
cide Dive Bombers. 

Lewis is well aware of 
the new musical direction; 
she says this album marks 
the first time she’s ever re¬ 
ally paid attention to song¬ 
writing. 

“My first agenda was all 
about the live show,” she 
explains. “But now I real 
feel like I’ve come into my 
own musically. I never 


cared if people knew me 
from my films, or if they 
thought they’d be seeing a 
joke. Whatever got them in 
the room and I’d give peo¬ 
ple a really exciting live 
show. 

“When I came off the 
road I had a moment to re¬ 
flect and say holy s*** I did 
it,” she continues. “I’m now 
good for more than a hand¬ 
ful of tickets all over the 
world, so that means I can 
really lock in and make a 
record full of feeling, some¬ 
thing more vulnerable than 
ever and people will still 
show up.” 

There’s no doubt that Ter¬ 
ra Incognita has more feel¬ 
ing. On the aggressive Fan¬ 
tasy Bar she lambastes Hol¬ 
lywood life; the title track 
sees her singing about a 


failed relationship. And 
while it’s still unclear just 
how this fresh direction will 
work for her, at least she 
tried something new. 


“I really wanted to chal¬ 
lenge myself,” she says. 
“Terra Incognita is a Latin 
phrase for unknown terri¬ 
tory and that’s where I 


wanted to go musically, 
physically and emotional¬ 
ly.

Trailer Park Boys are back 


Nigerian portrayal in 
District 9 causes stir

film One of the summer’s 
biggest blockbusters — a 
sci-fi morality tale about 
aliens and apartheid — is 
not welcome in Nigeria be¬ 
cause of its portrayal of 
Nigerians as gangsters and 
cannibals, Nigeria’s infor¬ 
mation minister said Satur¬ 
day. 

Information Minister Do¬ 
ra Akunyili has asked movie 
houses in the capital of Abu¬ 
ja to stop screening District 
9 because the movie makes 
Nigerians look bad. 

“We have directed that 
they should stop public 
screening of the film,” she 
said. “We are not happy 
about it because it portrays 
Nigeria in bad light.” 

Akunyili said she has 
asked Sony for an apology 
and wants them to edit out 
references to Nigeria and 
to the name of the main 
Nigerian gangster Obe- 
sandjo, whose name close¬ 
ly resembles that of former 
Nigerian president Oluse- 
gun Obasanjo. 

“We have written to the 
producer and distributor 
of the film, Sony Entertain¬ 
ment, expressing our dis-

pleasure and demanded an 
apology,” she said. “We 
have asked that the areas 
where Nigeria and Obasan¬ 
jo are mentioned should 
be edited from the film.” 

She and other govern¬ 
ment officials first saw the 
movie Wednesday during a 
private screening. 

In one scene, Obesandjo 
tries to cut off and eat the 
arm of the film's protago¬ 
nist, in an attempt to gain 
his supernatural powers. 
In others, Nigerian prosti¬ 
tutes are seen courting 
alien customers. 

The film’s portrayal of 
Nigerians has also drawn 
the ire of critics and blog¬ 
gers, and has spawned a 
Faceboolc page called 
“Nigerians Offended by 
District 9. ”

It takes only minutes into 
the new Trailer Park Boys 
movie to see that the drug- 
addled gang of louts is 
headed right back to their 
harebrained, n’er-do-well 
ways — and back to a film¬ 
making formula they hope 
will be as successful as 
their last celluloid venture. 

The opening moments 
of Trailer Park Boys: 
Countdown to Liquor Day 
show the usual cast of 
characters again being re¬ 
leased from prison with 
promises they will reform 
their derelict ways and set 
themselves on the road to 
redemption, or at least 
stay out of the big house 
for awhile. 

But seconds after tasting 
freedom, they’re stealing a 
corrections van and hold¬ 
ing up a liquor store — 
with cardboard boxes and 
welding masks as disguises 
— to secure some “start¬ 
up” money for their next 
business venture. 

It is the same framework 
that has spawned a devot¬ 
ed following across Canada 
and fed the series’ wacky 
story lines for seven sea¬ 
sons on TV’s Showcase. 

Director Mike Clatten- 


burg has described the 
tone of the film as a little 
darker than the TV series, 
but fans of the show won’t 
be disappointed as it aptly 
captures the antics they’ve 
likely come to expect from 
the characters. 

There is Julian, the 
brawny schemer who is 
never without a rum-and- 
colce in his clutches; Ricky, 
his profane, overweight 
sidekick who can’t utter a 
sentence not laced with F- 
bombs; and Bubbles, the 
googlie-eyed heart and soul 


of the fictional Sunnyvale 
trailer park whose sole mis¬ 
sion seems to be protecting 
his collection of kitties. 

The movie picks up with 
the boys heading back to 
Sunnyvale, only to find it 
abandoned and battered af¬ 
ter their archrival, park su¬ 
perintendent Jim Lahey, 
moved on to manage a pris¬ 
tine, orderly trailer home 
development. 

Lahey, played by John 
Dunsworth, has cleaned up 
his act, gotten off the drink, 
taken to jogging and settled 


down with his shirtless, pot¬ 
bellied lover, Randy. 

But as soon as the boys 
return, Lahey begins slip¬ 
ping into his old booze- 
soalced ways and is soon 
wandering around in a 
robe and tighty whities, 
with a bottle in tow. 

Countdown to Liquor 
Day’ could be the last offer¬ 
ing from the Gemini 
Award-winning cast that in¬ 
cludes actors Smith, John 
Paul Tremblay and Robb 
Wells.

INGREDIENTS: 

2 small acorn squash (1 Va 
lbs/625 g) 

2 to 4 garlic cloves, 
minced 

2 tbsp (25 ml) canola oil, 
divided 

4 chicken drumsticks 
4 chicken thighs 
1/4 cup (50 ml) packed 
brown sugar 
1 tsp (5 ml) salt 
1 tbsp (15 ml) minced 
fresh rosemary or 1 tsp (5 
ml) dried rosemary, 
crushed 

1 can sliced peaches, 
undrained 

METHOD: 

1. Cut squash in half 
lengthwise; discard seeds. 
Cut each half widthwise 
into 1/2-in. (1 cm) slices; 
discard ends. Place slices 
in an ungreased 13-in. x 9- 
in. x 2-in. (33 cm x 23 cm x 


5 cm) baking dish. Sprin¬ 
kle with garlic and drizzle 
with 1 tbsp (15 mL) oil. 

2. In a large skillet, brown 
chicken in remaining oil. 
Arrange chicken over 
squash. Combine brown 
sugar, salt and rosemary; 
sprinkle over chicken. 
Bake, uncovered, at 350°F 
(180°C) 45 minutes, 
basting with pan juices 
twice. 

3. Pour peaches over 
chicken and squash. Bake, 
uncovered, 15 minutes 
longer or until chicken 
juices run clear and peach¬ 
es are heated through.
